Tuesday — Afternoon  Session 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  Department  of  Kansas,  was  called  to  order  at  3  o'clock 
p.  m.  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church,  by  Department  President 
Marian  Stratton  Nation. 

Department  President:  The  hour  has  arrived  to  open  this 
convention.  We  are  glad  to  meet  and  greet  you.  This  being 
an  open  session,  I  most  heartily  welcome  the  comrades,  friends 
and   members   of  the  order. 

We  have  with  us  today  a  distinguished  guest,  our  National 
President.    Conductor,  you  will  escort  her  to  this  platform. 

Ladies,  comrades  and  friends,  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to 
introduce  to  you,  Mrs.  Kate  E.  Jones,  national  president  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.     Convention  salute. 

An  organ  solo,  "Largo,"  by  Mendelsshon,  was  played  by 
Mrs.  Jennie  Nutting  Scheick.  The  invocation  was  given  by 
Rev.  Samuel  Garvin,  pastor  of  the  church. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  given  by  Mayor  D.  E.  Cornell, 
for  the  city,  and  Commander  A.  A.  Brooks,  for  the  G.  A.  R. 
Pests. 

Department  President:  We  will  now  listen  to  the  address 
of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  by  Mrs. 
Rose  Walker  Moeller,  of  Burnside  Corps  No.   I ,  of  Kansas  City. 

Ladies  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  comrades  and  all 
patriotic  visitors:  In  behalf  of  Corps  No.  1,  No.  22,  No.  177, 
and  No.   188,  I  welcome  you: 

In  this  day  and  age  of  commerciahsm  and  the  mad  rush  for 
financial  supremacy,   there  is   so   much  that  comes   to  us  in   life 
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which  we  accept  as  our  rightful  heritage,  without  questioning  its 
benefits  or  privileges,  little  reaHzing  what  we  are  enjoying,  unless, 
perchance,  such  blessings  are  withheld,  and  many  forget  even 
at  what  price  such  opportunities  for  success  were  made  possible. 

"Woman's  sphere,"  of  which  we  hear  so  much,  has  widened 
until  it  is  only  limited  by  the  farthermost  borders  of  Heaven. 
But  in  all  its  many  public  paths,  there  is  none  more  important 
than  the  one  you  have  chosen,  especially  that  of  "perpetuating 
the  memory  of  our  brave  defenders"  and  the  teaching  of 
patriotism  to  the  youths  of  our  land.  These  two  are  inseperable. 
That  nation  is  nearing  the  borders  of  decay  that  forgets  the 
makers  of  its  history,  and  youth  are  more  easily  taught  by 
example  than  by  abstract  theory. 

I  think  I  may  claim  the  privilege  also  of  welcoming  you  in 
the  name  of  our  magnificent  public  schools,  of  which  I  am  an 
Alumnus  and  former  teacher.  What  more  important  work  can 
woman  do,  after  the  sacred  duties  of  the  home,  than  that  you 
are  doing,  for  it  is  only  home  duties  on  a  larger  scale — this 
teaching  of  patriotism? 

Instilling  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  youth  of  our  land, 
love  and  reverence  for  the  Hag  and  those  who  so  nobly  defended 
it,  rounding  out  the  school  hfe  of  our  future  citizens  and  teach- 
ing them  what  constitutes  American  citizenship  in  its  highest 
sense. 

Impressing  upon  them  that  it  is  only  as  this  nation's  fame  is 
kept  unsullied,  and  its  standard  stainless,  that  they  may  be 
counted  worthy  keepers  of  this  "Gem  of  the  Ocean." 

As  one  of  you,  sisters,  I  welcome  you  m  the  name  of  our  motto 
F.  C.  and  L. — "Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty.' 

"F.  C.  and  L."  also  stands  for  "Faithful  Citizenship 
Leagues."  A  citizenship  that  does  not  call  every  poHtician  a 
statesman,  and  would  like  to  say  that  every  statesman  is  not 
a  politician. 

If  read  backwards  "F.  C.  L."  stands  for  Loyal  Christian 
Freedom." 

The  kind  of  freedom  that  believes  in  doing  unto  others  as  ye 
would  that  they  should  do  to  you.  And  does  not  mistake 
liberty  for  license. 

If  read  from  the  center,  our  motto  stands  for  "Consecrated 
Laborers  for  the  Flag."  And  as  you  gather  here  today  from 
all  over  our  fair  state  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  "Freedom's  Muse"  and 
hear  from  her  the  "well  done"  for  past  work  faithfully  performed, 
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and  to  plan  for  still  more  aggressive  work,  may  the  radiance  of 
your  patriotic  fervor  hallowed  as  it  is  by  the  blood  of  many 
loved  ones,  permeate  the  homes  of  our  city,  leaving  with  us  a 
deep  and  abiding  love  for  the  flag,  and  making  us  to  reaHze 
the  sacred  obligations  we  owe  to  its  brave  defenders. 

Ever  remembering  our  pledge  "One  Country,  One  Language 
and  One  Flag,"  may  you  never  falter,  but  with  brave  hearts 
press    forward   with   this 

"Bit  of  color  against  true  blue; 

Hues  of  the  morning,  blue  for  true, 

And  red  for  the  kindling  light  of  fame. 

And   white   for   a   nation's   stainless   name. 

Oh!  fling  it  forth  to  the  winds  afar, 

With  hope  in  its  shining  star: 

Under   its   folds  wherever  found, 

Thank   God,  we  have  freedom's   holy  ground. 

Don't  you  love   it,  as   out   it   floats 

From  schoolhouse  peaks,  and  glad  young  throats 

Sing   of  the  banner   that   aye   shall   be 

Symbol   of  honor   and   victory? 

Don't   you   thrill   when   the   marching   feet

Department  President:  The  response  to  the  address  of  welcom.e 
will  be  given  by  Mary  M.   Carson,  Past  Department  President. 

Mrs.  Carson:  Mrs.  President,  ladies  of  the  convention, 
especially  Corps  members  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  comrades, 
and    visitors : 

I  appreciate  the  honor  of  making  this  response  and  the 
opportunity  thus  afforded  of  looking  into  your  happy,  earnest 
faces;  but  having  filled  a  similar  position  at  the  Salina  convention 
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two  years  ago,  I  felt  much  reluctance  in  accepting  the  very 
pleasant   task. 

However,  "Ours  not  to  question  why,"  but  simply  to  obey. 
In  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  delegates  here  assembled, 
I  bring  you,  then,  Mrs.  Moeller,  and  the  loving  earnest  Corps 
workers  whom  you  represent,  our  warmest  appreciation  and  heart- 
felt thanks  for  these  happy  greetings — and  this  generous  welcome 
to  your  hearts  and  homes.  We  reahze  something  of  the  arduous 
labor  you  have  undertaken  in  providing  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  so  many  guests.  We  accept  the  kindness  as  a  proof 
of  your  continued  loyalty  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  its  faithful  auxihary — the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

We  come  to  transact  the  annual  business  of  the  department, 
to  counsel  together  for  the  "Good  of  the  Order,"  to  exchange 
fraternal  greetings,  to  seek  enlarged  vision,  and  to  receive  new 
inspiration  for  work. 

We  come  in  Nature's  glad  spring  time — 

"When   the  world   is   full   of   roses, 

And  the  roses   full  of  dew, 
And   the   dew   is   full   of   Heavenly   love, 

That   drips   for   me  and   you."" 

In  the  spirit  of  our  motto,  "Fraternity,  Charity,  and  Loyalty" 
we  again  gather  round  this  "Altar  by  the  Way,"  to  rekindle 
the  fires  of  patriotic  devotion  to  our  country,  and  to  burn  anew 
the  incense  of  love  and  veneration  for  the  brave,  patriotic 
defenders  of  our  nation  and  the  noble,  self-sacrificing  women  of 
our  land. 

We  are  pleased  to  remind  our  visiting  friends  that  we  represent 
the  largest  benevolent  and  patriotic  organization  of  women  in  the 
whole  world. 

Our  national  order  was  founded  at  Denver,  Colorado,  in  July 
1883,  with  about  fifty  representatives  and  less  than  $50.00  in  the 
treasury.  The  work  since  accomplished  and  the  marvelous  growth 
of  the  order  have  been  matters  of  rejoicing  to  friends  and 
astonishment  to  everybody. 

Of  course,  Kansas  outranks  all  neighboring  states  in  zealous 
work  in  membership,  having  at  the  present  time  seven 
thousand  (7,000)  worthy  members,  while  in  the  entire  United 
States  we  have  a  membership  of  155,500  devoted  women.  The 
National  reports  show  that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been 
expended  for  relief,  patriotic  teaching,  and  the  observance  of 
Memorial  Day,  a  total  of  $166,960,  v.'ith  a  cash  balance  in  the 
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Ireasury  of  $27,000;  since  our  first  organization  there  have  been 
expended  for  these  purposes  over  three  millions  of  dollars.  Truly, 
"A  little  one  has  become  a  thousand,"  and  compared  with  our 
small  beginning,  this  is  a  fair  record  of  our  first  quarter  century 
of  existance. 

The  objects  and  aims  of  our  order  are  fairly  well  known, 
yet  questions  are  still  asked  as  to  why  we  work,  grow  and  prosper. 

Primarily,  we  exist  because  of  the  Civil  War  and  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  slain  or  perished  in  that  war;  and  the  other  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  returned  to  their  homes  with  maimed  bodies 
or  broken  in  health,  because  of  the  immediate  relief  and  encourage- 
ment needed  for  them  and  their  dependent  ones;  because  of  the 
thousands  of  widows  and  orphans  who  needed  assistance;  in  later 
years  because  of  the  need  and  opportunity  of  rendering  kindness 
and  good  cheer  to  the  fast  thinning  ranks  of  veterans ;  because  of 
the  ever  increasing  need  of  patriotic  teaching  among  both  our 
Aliens  and  Americans;  and  because  of  the  constant  need  of  keep- 
ing our  country's  banner  stainless. 

"For  the  cause  that  lacks  assistance, 
For   the    wrong   that   needs    resistance. 
For  the  future  in  the  distance, 
And  the  good  that   we   may  do." 

For  the  sake  of  keepng  ever  sacred  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day  and  fostering  the  grand  American  spirit  that  gives  honor 
to  the  hving  heroes  and  a  willing  tribute  of  flowers  and  tears 
for  the  dead. 

For  the  sake  of  all  these;  in  the  name  of  all  these  we  again 
ihank  you  for  this  beautiful  welcome  today. 

And  to  you.  Mayor  Cornell,  we  appreciate  and  thank 
you  for  the  kind  words  of  approval  and  the  cordial  expressions 
of  welcome.  We  congratulate  ourselves  upon  being  invited  to 
liold  our  convention  in  this,  the  largest  city  of  our  great  state. 

Those  of  us  who  come  from  Central  and  Western  Kansas,  with 
their  great  stretches  of  grassy  plains  and  broad  belts  of  waving 
wheat,  but  having  few  streams  of  water,  find  real  delight  in  the 
varied  scenery  of  the  Eastern  border.  Your  steps  are  refresh- 
ingly fatiguing,  your  noisy  industries  inspiring,  and  your  packing 
house  odors  continue  unsurpassed.  Truly  speaking,  we  enjoy 
the  green  sloping  hillsides  dotted  with  beautiful  American  homes, 
and  the  widening  expanse  of  our  classic  Kaw  as  it  pours  its  ac- 
cumulated stores  into  the  sweeping,  muddy  waters  o  fthe  good,  old 
Missouri. 
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As  an  organizalion  pledged  to  the  good  of  our  country,  we 
especially  congratulate  yourselves  and  people  on  your  success 
in  making  this  a  law-abiding  city.  You  have  truly  become  a  light 
on  a  hill,  seen  and  admired  from  near  and  far.  We  are  glad  with 
you  that  the  "scrubbing  up"  has  been  so  thoroughly  done  that 
,no  Carrie  Nation  squad  need  be  sent  out  by  our  convention  to 
clean  up  the  drinking  places.  But  we  have  with  us  a  Mrs. 
Nation,  Marian  S  Nation,  our  Department  President,  and  we 
are  proud  to  assure  you  that  vsath  the  cooperation  of  these  loyal 
delegates,  she  will  conduct  a  convention  marked  with  such 
harmony,  good  sense,  and  business  abihty  as  will  be  a  credit  to 
your  city  as  well  as  to  the  grand  order  we  represent 

We  thank  you.  Mayor  Cornell  and  friends,  not  only  for  this 
hospitable  v/elcome,  but  for  your  manifest  interest  with  ourselves, 
in  good  citizenship,  good  government,  and  in  upholding  our 
country's  flag 

""^'onr  flag  and  my  flag. 

And  oh,  how  much  it  holds,

A  beautiful  bouquet  of  roses  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Carson 
by  Mrs.  Leyland  from  the  Corps  of  Kansas  City. 

National  President:  Sisters  and  friends — I  am  more  than 
pleased  to  be  with  you,  if  only  for  a  short  time.  I  have  traveled 
many  miles  and  shall  continue  to  travel  many  more  ere  my  work 
as  National  President  is  finished  1  he  order  is  in  a  very  pros- 
perous condition,  made  so  by  the  loyality  of  the  Corps  in  the 
Departments.  One  hundred  and  fifty-five  thousand  and  five 
hundred  women,  of  which  Kansas  is  a  part,  are  working  for  the 
same  great  cause.  Our  order  is  in  existence,  because  of  the  war 
of  the  rebellion,  in  which  hundreds  and  thousands  of  soldiers 
perished,  while  mothers,  wives,  daughters  and  loyal  women  were 
left  behind  to  weep  and  work  and  wait.  Some  of  the  older  ones 
among  us,  still  remember  those  awful  days  of  waiting.  The 
women  of  today  are  just  as  loyal  as  when  they  heard  the  call  to 
scrape  lint  and  prepare  bandages  and  care  for  the  sick  and 
wounded. 

Mrs.  M.  V.  Simmonds  here  presented  to  Mrs.  Jones  an  arm 
bouquet   of  pink   and   white  carnations 
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Department  President:  We  had  hoped  to  have  Department 
Commander  Campbell  and  other  comrades  with  us  at  this  time, 
but  they  have  doubtless  been  detained,  and  as  the  time  has  arrived 
for  the  flag  presentation  to  take  place  at  the  Sumner  Colored  High 
School,  this  meeting  will  adjourn  to  meet  Wednesday  morning 
at  9  o'clock,  ready  for  business.  I  trust  all  the  officers  and  dele- 
gates will  be  in  their  places  promptly. 

The  flag  presentation  to  the  white  school  will  take  place  Thurs- 
day forenoon  at  1  1  :30.  You  are  all  invited  to  the  Hotel  Grund 
from  7:30  to  8:30.  The  Department  officers  and  all  Past 
Department  Presidents  will  tender  a  reception  to  Com- 
mander in  Chief  Charles  G.  Burton  and  Staff,  Department 
Commander  Campbell  and  staff,  and  National  President 
Kate  E.  Jones,  and  Chief  of  Staff  Belle  C.  Harris,  and  will 
be  pleased  to  meet  all  members  of  the  Grand  Army,  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  Sons  of  Veterans, 
and  their  Auxiliary,  and  all  other  friends.  Chief  of  Staff  May 
Murphy  and  her  assistant  Aides,  such  as  she  may  select,  will  be 
ushers  for  the  evening. 

The  meeting  is  now  adjourned.

FLAG  PRESENTATION 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
comrades  and  friends  marched  to  the  Sumner  High  School,  where 
the  "Stars  and  Stripes"  was  unfurled  to  the  breeze. 

Department  President:  Friends,  we  come  to  you  today,  with 
love  of  home  and  country  in  our  hearts.  The  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  teaches  that.  We  also  teach  patriotism  and  the  uphold- 
ing of  our  flag,  the  dearest  flag  to  every  American  citizen.  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Mrs.  Kate  E.  Jones, 
National  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  to  whom,  you 
are  indebted  for  this  beautiful  flag. 

Mrs.  Jones:  Friends,  representing  155,500  loyal  members 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  I  come  to  you  today  to  perform 
a  most  pleasant  duty.  The  great  order  which  I  have  the  honcr 
to  represent,    is  teaching    patriotism   and    love  of    our  country. 
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Patriotism  is  not  only  love  of  country,  but  il  means  abiding  by 
the  laws  of  state  and  nation. 

The  American  flag  is  the  safeguard  of  liberty.  Take  this  flag 
as  your  standard,  under  its  folds  you  can  achieve  greatness,  above 
the  mere  accident  of  birth.  You  can  even  become  of  the  nobility; 
int^ced  you  are  of  the  nobility,  for  you  are  Iree-born  American 
citizens.  Professor  Patterson,  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  ReHef 
Corps,  I  present  to  you  this  flag. 

Professor  John  E.  Patterson:  Mrs.  Jones  and  members  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps:  I  accept  this  beautiful  flag  on  behalf 
of  the  Sumner  Colored  High  School,  and  thank  you ;  I  am  proud 
of  the  race  to  which  I  belong;  proud  of  the  fact  that  when  the 
call  came  for  soldiers  to  assist  in  saving  this  country  we  love  so 
well,  my  race  was  as  ready  to  go  as  was  that  of  the  white 
man.  We  love  the  flag  all  the  dearer  because  it  was  bought 
with  the  blood  of  the  black  man  as  well  as  of  the  white,  and 
one  of  the  things  of  which  I  am  most  proud  is,  that  no  negro 
ever  has  raised  his  hand  in  anarchy  against  it.  No  attempt 
has  ever  been  made  by  my  race  to  put  another  flag  over  the  Stars 
and  Stripes,  and  if  we  are  content  under  its  folds,  il  is  because 
v^e  feel  its  protection.      I  thank  you  again  and  again. 

As  the  flag  was  given  into  the  hands  of  the  standard  bearers 
.'md  its  full  folds  waved  in  the  breeze,  the  students  burst  into  the 
strains  of  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner,"  and  sang  it  as  only  negros 
can  sing,  the  while  waving  it  in  enthusiastic  delight  to  the  gracious 
gray-haired  woman  who  had  just  presented  them  with  the  flag. 

Miss  Nellie  Forde  gave  a  patriotic  recitation,  after  which  the 
students  sang   "The   flag  that  never  touched   the   ground." 


Wednesday — Morning  Session

PRESIDENTS  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

To  THE  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Twenty-fourth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Department  of  Kansas — Greeting: 

The  trust  you  confided  to  my  keeping  one  year  ago,  at  the 
beautiful  city  of  Topeka,  I  return  to  you  today  with  an  account 
of  my  stewardship.  My  greeting  to  you  is  presented  with  a  heart 
overflowing  with  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has 
guarded  us  and  our  beloved  Order  from  harm  and  permitted  us 
again  to  clasp  hands  in  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty.  There 
are  times  when  the  heart  is  stirred  and  one's  whole  being  is  thrilled 
vvath  enthusiasm.  As  I  look  into  your  faces  and,  in  imagination, 
see  the  untold  thousands  who  are  bound  to  us  with  the  silken  cord 
of  Fraternity,  I  realize  the  honor  that  has  been  paid  to  me.  Hid- 
den away  in  the  silent  bosom  of  the  Alleghany  mountains  is  a 
tiny  spring;  quietly,  silently,  unobtrusively  it  threads  its  way 
through  meadows,  glens  and  boulders,  gaining  momentum  with 
every  step,  until  it  becomes  the  beautiful  Ohio  river;  then  stretch- 
ing for  hundreds  of  miles  away,  refreshing  villages  and  towns, 
then  mingling  with  the  mighty  Mississippi,  it  sweeps  along  till  it 
reaches  the  ocean,  and  there,  even  there  its  influence  is  felt.  So 
it  is  with  us.  The  influence  of  our  beloved  Order,  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  is  inestimable.  7  he  sublime  precepts 
which  are  taught  in  the  beautiful  and  impressive  lectures  in  our 
Ritual,  spread  like  the  leaven  in  the  parable,  until  every  fibre  of 
humanity  throbs  in  heartfelt  response.  Our  mission  is  to  do  for 
others,  not  for  ourselves ;  to  give,  not  to  receive. 

There  is  today  as  there  was  in  the  days  of  the  Rebellion,  work 
which  woman's  hand  alone,  can  do;  and  we  stand  ready  to 
render  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  any  service  they  may 
require  as  they  walk  down  the  shady  lane  of  life  and  watch  the 
approach  of  the  setting  sun.  The  year  just  closing  has  been 
crowned  with  peace  and  harmony.  1  he  hours  have  been  more 
than  full,  but  only  with  pleasant  tasks 

Not  a  cloud  has  dimmed  the  clear  sky.      At  times,  along  the 
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horizon  a  seeming  cloud  has  arisen,  but  by  counsel,  and  kindly 
words  the  small  difficulties  have  been  adjusted  at  once  If,  by 
some  magic  touch  there  could  be  made  to  appear  in  the  report  of 
each  one  of  your  officers,  the  life-energy  and  soul  put  into  the 
work,  of  which  it  is  the  expression  each  one  would  speak  of  hours 
of  consecrated  labor  and  of  sacrifices  made  unselfishly  and  un- 
complainingly. I  will  admit  that  it  was  with  fear  and  trembling 
that  I  attempted  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  long  line  of  able 
and  efficient  Past  Department  Presidents  who  have  preceded  me. 
The  best  we  can  do  is  a  poor  approach  to  our  ideal,  and  we  can 
never  accomplish  the  full  measure  of  our  desires. 

I.  At  the  beginning  of  my  administration,  I  found  Madison 
Corps,  No.  23,  and  Hamilton,  No.  100,  just  ready  to  disband; 
after  conferring  and  visiting  with  them  I  found  no  alternative, 
but  to  send  in  their  charter,  each  Corps  having  less  than  seven  (7) 
members  in  good  standing;  some  took  transfers  and  went  to 
Eureka.  Two  (2)  members  took  transfers  and  joined  No.  70 
in  Emporia.  1  wo  (2)  new  Corps  have  been  instituted  by  your 
Department  President,  viz:  Jules  Williams,  No.  263,  at  Oska- 
loosa,  with  eighteen  (18)  charter  members;  Orloff  Norton,  No. 
264,  at  Le  Roy,  with  sixteen  (16)  charter  members;  and  both 
are  good,  loyal  Corps,  and  an  honor  to  the  Department.  At 
Wayne,  No.  46  has  been  reinstated  during  the  last  quarter  and 
we  hope  to  have  good  reports  from  them  in  the  future.  We  have 
now  7 1  84  members  m  the  Department  and  no  dehnquent  Corps. 

The  new  officers  in  !  908  have  been  slow  in  sending  in  the 
quarterly  reports,  but  many  of  them  were  new  in  the  work,  which 
accounts  for  it.  We  have  written  nine  or  ten  times  to  some  Corps, 
before  getting  the  reports.  1  he  report  of  the  financial  standing 
of  the  Department  will  be  given  by  your  Department  Treasurer 
later  and  will  show  a  good  balance.  A  careful  expenditure,  as 
is  consistent  with  the  dignity  and  welfare  of  the  Department,  has 
been  maintained.  The  growth  of  the  Order,  while  increasing 
receipts,  adds  also  to  the  cost  of  administration.  I  have  used 
$77.23  for  the  good  of  the  Order  out  of  the  $i50  set  aside  for 
such  purpose,  returning  $72.77  to  the  Department  Treasurer. 

II.  A  great  many  Corps  are  still  asking  to  have  the  mem- 
bership fee  reduced  to  $1.00,  including  price  of  badge,  but  as 
this  resolution  was  not  approved,  when  presented  to  the  National 
Convention  last  year,  I  would  recommend  that  no  further  action 
be  taken  at  this  time  in  regard  to  this  matter.  , 
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Inspection 

III.  Your  Department  Inspector,  has  filed  a  satisfactory 
report.  On  account  of  the  cost  of  printing  the  same  it  was 
abbreviated  to  nearly  one-half.  In  every  case  the  Inspector  and 
her  assistants  were  courteously  welcomed,  their  instructions  and 
suggestions  gladly  received,  and  banquets  and  refreshments  served 
to  them.  I  fully  realize  that  the  problem  of  inspection  is  one  of 
the  most  serious  in  our  Department.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  inspect- 
ing and  officially  visiting,  thirty-seven  (37)  different  corps,  and 
only  regret  my  inabiHty  to  have  met  with  every  corps  in  the 
Department.  I  sincerely  hope  the  time  may  come  when  two  or 
more  competent  persons,  may  instruct  and  inspect  properly  every 
corps  in  the  Department  of  Kansas. 

Patriotic 

IV.  This  branch  of  our  work  has  been  in  very  efficient  hands. 
Your  patriotic  instructor,  Anna  Heacock,  has  been  untiring  in 
her  instruction.  At  this  time,  with  the  increasing  number  of  foreign 
born  children  coming  to  our  country  and  the  spirit  of  anarchy 
abroad  in  our  land,  the  necessity  for  this  becomes  imperative.  A 
considerable  amount  has  been  reported  as  expended  for  patriotic 
work  but  it  is  smaller  than  it  should  be.  Much  may  be  done 
with  Httle  expense. 

V.  We  are  under  many  obligations  to  the  press  of  our  state 
lor  kindly  notices  given.  To  the  ''Club  Member'  for  a  depart- 
ment set  aside  and  so  ably  edited,  by  the  Department  Press 
Correspondent,  Kathryn  Stanfield.  To  the  ''Reveille"  and  to 
our  own  Emporia  Gazette,  for  the  many  favors  extended  to  the 
Woman's  ReHef  Corps. 

Auditing 

VI.  To  save  the  expense  of  President  and  Secretary  the 
Auditing  board  was  called  to  meet  in  Emporia  early  in  October, 
1907,  and  in  February,  1908.  Each  time  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  were  audited  and  found  to  be  correctly 
and  carefully  kept,  and  the  interests  of  our  Department  as  con- 
scienciously  guarded  as  though  they  were  personal  accounts.  A 
final  auditing  here  in  Kansas  City  May  18  when  the  books  were 
turned  over  to  the  Department  Inspector  Carrie  D.  Frisbie  for  her 
inspection.  Her  report  and  that  of  the  chairman  of  the  auditing 
committee  will  be  given  later. 
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District  Conventions 

VII.  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  con- 
vention, I  had  the  "order  of  business,"  as  arranged  by  Past 
Department  President  Mrs,  Buckner,  republished  in  General 
Orders  No.  3,  also  the  names  of  officers  appointed  to  fill  vacancies. 
The  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Seventh  districts,  report  having 
held  conventions,  and  received  much  benefit  therefrom,  although 
the  hinderances  v/ere  many. 

VIII.  The  Department  Journals  for  the  years  1903  to  1907 
inclusive,  have  been  bound  and  placed  on  file  in  the  Department. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  securing  Journals  for  binding,  I  would 
recommend  that  outgoing  Department  Presidents,  send  to  the 
Department  President  a  sufficient  number  of  Journals  for  future 
use  for  binding,  also  that  hereafter  they  conform  to  a  uniform 
size. 

National  Convention 

IX.  My  trip  to  Saratoga  in  company  with  the  Department 
Commander  and  his  staff,  the  Department  Secretary  and  dele- 
gates who  attended,  was  one  of  unalloyed  pleasure.  Department 
Headquarters  were  early  established  at  the  United  States  hotel, 
and  beautifully  decorated  with  flags  and  sunflowers  and  our  own 
W.  R.  C.  banner.  Our  rooms  were  made  beautiful  with  fresh 
flowers  every  day,  but  I  must  not  anticipate  the  report  of  your 
alternate  delegate  at  large,  Alice  Papes,  who  represented  the 
delegate,  Agnes  Heigele,  who  was  not  present.  Kansas  was 
represented  by  the  Department  President,  Department  Secretary 
Anna  H.  Hall  and  Past  Department  Presidents  Annie  A.  Apple, 
Belle  C.   Harris,  and  Julia  A.   Campbell. 

Delegates — Ella   Miller,   Myra  Sinclair,   Irene    larbell,. 

Alternates — Alice  Papes,  Emma  Fisher,  Sarah  Staplin,  Daisy 
Papes,  Marie  Mathews,  Hannah  Sweeney  and  Hannah  Tyler. 

Sunflowers  to  the  amount  of  $45.25  were  sold  and  the  Depart- 
ment returns  thanks  to  all  Corps  contributing.  Quite  a  number 
remain  on  hand  ready  for  next  convention.  The  Silver  Jubilee 
fund  of  $6,000  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Army  by  National 
President  Carrie  R.  Sparklin.     Kansas  contributed  $1  77.89. 

Memorial  Day 

X.  With  its  memories  sad  and  sweet.  Memorial  Day  will 
soon  be  with  us.  I  repeat,  let  no  soldier's  grave,  however  obscure 
his  resting  place,  or  humble  his  service,  be  neglected  or  forgotten. 
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Our  roll-call  shows  that  I  1 0  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  have  been  transferred  to  God  s  roll-call,  and  a  memorial 
service  will  be  held  in  remembrance  of  their  many  virtues  and 
fidelity  to  us. 

XI.  I  found  no  Department  charter,  and  after  conferring 
with  many  Past  Department  Presidents,  I  wrote  at  once  to  the 
National  President,  Kate  E.  Jones,  who  desired  me  to  procure  a 
duplicate  at  once,  which  I  did — at  a  cost  of  $2.50  to  the  Depart- 
ment. It  happens  that  duphcate  charters  are  asked  for,  and  I 
find  no  record  of  charter  names:  Therefore  I  would  recommend 
that  the  incoming  President  ask,  through  General  Orders,  each 
Corps  secretary  to  send  a  list  of  charter  member's  names,  obtained 
from  their  charter,  and  a  record  be  kept  hereafter  in  the  Depart- 
ment. 

XII.  No  National  Journals  have  been  bound  smce  1898 — 
and  I  find  no  copies  of  1899,  1900  and  1901.  Therefore  I 
would  recommend  that  the  incoming  Department  President  secure 
said  copies,  and  have  them  bound  to  date. 

The  Patriotic  Instructors'  names  have  been  added  to  the  Roster 
for  1 908  in  accorcliance  with  decision  No.  7  of  last  convention. 
Decision  No.  8  was  also  fulfilled.  No.  9,  in  regard  to  placing 
pictures  in  school  rooms,  etc.,  was  out  of  my  power  to  perform, 
but  hope  that  it  has  or  will  be  done.  Decision  No.  I  0  was  pro- 
mulgated in  General  Orders  No.  3. 

In  regard  to  candidate  for  National  President,  I  would  say 
that  I  wrote  the  candidate,  offenng  any  service  that  a  Depart- 
ment President  might  do.  She  was  not  present,  nor  did  I  receive 
any  communication,  as  to  whether  she  would  be  there  or  not,  hence 
no  nomination  was  made  by  any  representative  from  Kansas,  for 
National  President. 

Resolution,  first,  in  regard  to  pensions.  I  wrote  to  our  Con- 
gressmen asking  their  influence,  and  was  assured  most  graciously 
of  their  consent,  and  you  know  of,  the  passage  of  said  bill. 

Resolution  second.  1  he  committee  appointed  on  Ossawatomie 
Battlefield  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  like  committee  from  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  as  follows:  Past  Department 
Presidents,  Mrs.  Ida  Wilson  Moore,  Mrs.  Julia  A.  Campbell, 
Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Griffith,  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Buckncr,  and  Cora 
M.   Deputy,   Past  Corps   President. 

"XIII.  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  to  what  seems  to  me  the  deplorable  absence  of  demonstrative 
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patriotism,  in  regard  to  our  National  Air,  "The  Star  Spangled 
Banner."  How  often  do  we  see  an  audience  rise  with  an  air 
of  embarassment  upon  hearing  it.  Not  so  in  foreign  countries;  the 
sound  of  a  National  air  is  the  signal  for  instantaneous  enthusiasm. 
Convention  last  year. 

Anchored  in  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  is  a  great  fleet  of 
magnificent  ships  freighted  with  the  flower  of  American  man- 
hood. At  every  port  all  over  the  world  they  are  greeted  with  dis- 
tinguished honors.  Why?  Not  because  they  are  displaying  our 
ships  of  war,  but  because  they  represent  the  American  people. 
They  carry  our  flag  to  every  land,  it  is  kissed  by  every  breeze, 
treated  with  the  greatest  respect,  and  there  should  be  responsive 
sentiment  in  the  heart  of  every  true  American.  An  expression  of 
partriotism  that  must  be  forced  is  not  greatly  inspiring  nor  to  be 
desired,  but  I  think  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  should  by  their 
influence  stimulate  a  more  fervid  appreciation  of  our  National 
Air,  by  at  least  always  standing  in  respectful  silence  whenever 
it  is  rendered.

XIV.  Over  three  thousand  letters,  including  General  Orders 
and  Rosters,  have  been  sent  from  Headquarters.  And  to  all  those 
who  have  sent  kind  messages,  loving  expressions  and  good  wishes, 
I  return  m.y  heart-felt  thanks. 

Courtesies 

To  Department  Commander  Campbell  the  Department  owes 
a  debt  that  can  never  be  repaid.  Our  interests  were  his 
interests,  and  I  shall  always  remember  his  loyalty  to  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  and  return  thanks  for  all  courtesies  received  from 
himself  and  staff.  Your  Department  Secretary  has  been 
faithfulness  itself,  and  the  Department  Treasurer,  by  her 
previous  knowledge,  tact,  and  fine  executive  ability,  has  each 
in  her  own  sphere,  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  her.  and  to 
me  the  association  with  each  one  will  be  one  of  the  sweetest 
pictures  that  hangs  on  memory's  wall. 

To  each  one  of  my  official  family  I  have  only  words  of  praise, 
and  as  I  pass  the  gavel  to  my  successor,  I  can  only  wish  for  her 
such  loyalty,  such  kindness  as  you  have  shown  to  me.  You  have 
been  prompt  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  and  I 
trust  the  friendships  formed  will  continue  after  our  official  relations 
have  been  severed.

Commander  Campbell:  Mrs.  President  and  Sisters  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  I  am  glad  to  be  here.  Our  encampment 
closed  its  session  early  and  so  I  took  the  first  opportunity  to  come 
and  pay  my  respects  to  our  auxiliary.  Mis.  President,  we  have 
worked  side  by  side  this  year  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Grand 
Army  and  your  order.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  order  has 
grown,  and  of  course  yours  has  too.  I  reaHze  that  not  many  years 
are  left  in  which  we  can  get  recruits,  but  your  organization  with 
its  loyal  women  will  live  on  forever.  I  want  to  extend  my  heartiest 
congratulations  on  the  good  work  your  order  has  and  will 
accomplish. 

Quoting  from  Commander  Campbell's  address,  he  has  this  to 
say  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps: 

This  organization  is  the  pride  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Repubhc.  As  an  organization  it  numbers  150,000  members;  in 
the  state  of  Kansas,  7,000  members.  This  organization  is  com- 
posed of  the  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  the  Civil  war 
veterans,  together  with  the  loyal  and  patriotic  women  of  our  land, 
without  whose  generous  and  self-sacrificing  and  loyal  support  dur- 
ing the  RebeHion,  at  home  and  in  the  field  and  hospital,  in  alleviat- 
ing the  distress  and  comforting  the  sick,  the  suffering  of  our  soldiers 
would  have  been  immeasurably  enhanced.  Since  the  termination  of 
that  great  and  terrible  struggle  the  same  loyal  and  patriotic  blood 
continues  to  flow  in  the  veins  of  the  loyal  and  patriotic  women  of 
our  beloved  land.  To  loyalty  and  true  patriotism  I  always  take  off 
my  hat,  whenever  and  wherever  found.  Comrades,  this  association 
of  women,  the  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  has 
poured  out  at  the  feet  of  our  comrades  in  distress  smce  their 
organization  over  three  millions  of  dollars  for  rehef,  besides  untold 
relief  in  other  than  money.  Not  being  satisfied  with  this  investment, 
it  has  aided  the  several  Pests  in  this  broad  land  of  ours  by  many 
contributicns;  and  still  being  unsatisfied  with  these  acts  of  bene- 
ficence, by  its  president  came  into  the  Encampment  at  Saratoga 
in  1907  and  placed  in  the  coffers  of  the  National  Encampment 
the  sum  of  $6,000.

Now  here  is 
Mrs.  Harris.  I  have  known  her  from  a  child  and  you  may  not 
beheve  it,  but  I  taught  her  how  to  sing.  She  has  cheered  the  old 
boys  for  a  good  many  years  in  camphres  with  her  splendid 
voice.  I  hope  she  can  use  it  for  many  more.  Women  of  the 
ReHef  Corps,  you  have  been  and  are  today  the  main  stay  in  keep- 
ing m.any  of  the  Posts  together,  who  would  have  surrendered  their 
charters,  were  it  not  for  you  loyal  women.  You  are  business  like 
in  all  phases  of  your  work,  and  I  bring  you  this  tribute,  that  any 
one  looking  over  the  records  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  will 
say,  "They  know  how  lo  conduct  their  affairs  on  business  principles 
as  well  as  the  charity  work  they  do. 

I  am  sure  that  your  organization  under  the  guidance  of  your 
Department  President,  will  continue  as  in  the  past  to  maintain  the 
reputation  you  have  in  dispensing  charity  and  sympathy  to  those 
who  so  much  need  to  be  remembered. 

Comrade  Harris,  Past  Department  Commander:  Dear  Sisters 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps:  We  bring  you  greetings  from  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.     If  there  is  one  duty  more  pleasant 
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than  another  to  a  Grand  A.rmy  man  it  seems  to  me  that  duty  is 
to  be  a  member  of  the  committee  to  visit  the  W.  R.  C.  It  is  the 
one  particular  duty  to  which  I  always  aspire  when  attending  an 
Encampment,  and  when  I  am  not  appointed  on  the  committee  I 
generally  manage  to  join  it,  so  I  can  go  and  greet  the  grandest 
woman's  organization  that  exists,  or  that  ever  will  exist.  While 
the  membership  of  your  organization  consists  largely  of  the  wives, 
widows,  daughters,  sisters  and  other  relatives  of  veterans,  yet  it 
admits  to  its  ranks  all  loyal  women.  All  it  requires  is  that  a 
woman  shall  be  of  good  character,  never  has  aided  or  abetted 
treason  in  any  form,  and  is  willing  to  assist  you  in  your  great  and 
good  labor  in  the  interest  of  the  veterans,  his  widow  and  dependent 
ones.  And  it  seems  to  m.e  that  to  the  loyal  woman  especial  credit 
is  due,  because  her  work  in  the  interest  ol  the  veterans  must  be 
purely  a  work  of  patriotism  and  loyalty.  From  our  wives,  our 
sisters  and  other  relatives  we  expect  that  assistance  in  distress  which 
is  our  due  from  them,  even  were  they  not  as  loyal  or  as  patriotic 
as  they  generally  are  found  to  be.  But  the  woman  who  is  not  a 
relative  of  a  veteran  who  joins  the  ranks  of  the  W.  R.  C,  must 
do  so  for  a  pure  and  holy  love  of  her  country  and  its  defenders. 
God  bless  the  members  of  the  Woman  s  Relief  Corps,  and 
especially  those  classed  as  the  "Loyal  Women."

Madam:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  and  through 
you,  to  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the 
Patriotic  work  of  our  Order,  according  to  reports  of  Patriotic 
Instructions,  from  about  15  per  cent  of  the  Corps  in  the  De- 
partment. 

When-  I  assumed  the  office  of  Department  Piitriotic  In- 
structor, my  greatest  desire  was  to  see  a  marvelous  growth 
of  patriotism  in  each  Corps.  Observation  has  proved  that  ad- 
vancement in  patriotic  teaching  results  in  a  corresponding  en- 
thusiasm,  for  all   branches   of   Corps  work. 

Education  is  the  first  step  towards  teaching  others,  there- 
fore in  my  circular  letter.  No.  i,  I  outlined  a  course  of  study 
of  one  or  more  subjects  for  each  month.  This  letter  was  ap- 
proved by  the  President  and  Secretary  and  sent  to  each  Corps. 
The  questions  on  Form  2,  when  answered,  do  not  develop 
the  most  important  patriotic  work  of  the  Corps.  A  new  In- 
structor, appointed  in  Jan-uary,  does  not  promote  the  best 
success  in  patriotic  work.  Letters  from  Corps  Patriotic  In- 
structors commimicate  the  lively  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  Corps  in  patriotic  work;  also  give  inspiration  to  the  De- 
partment  Patriotic  Instructor.

The  Salute  Leaflets  were  furnished  in  answer  to  a  request 
for  patriotic  literature.  I  presume  the  National  Instructor 
was  so  liberal  in  1907,  that  Mrs.  Knaff  did  not  have  any  left 
to  send.  I  w-as  compelled  to  answer  many  letters  from  Corps 
askmg  patriotic  helps  and  sent  to  each  the  Flag  Salute  Leaf- 
lets. In  1907,  Mrs.  Bunn  sent  to  160  Corps  several  hundred 
Flag  Salutes  and  Flag  Drill  leaflets,  and  copies  of  "Memorial 
Selections,"    also    600    American    Flag    Salutes. 

I  enjoyed  my  inspection  of  Corps  Nos.  ^i,  Columbus;  32, 
Galena;  and  259.  Baxter  Springs.  In  each  place  I  found  pa- 
triotic,  loyal   women   and   a   hearty   welcome. 
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It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  our  Department  President, 
and  her  short  visits  made  to  Parsons,  were  much  appreciated 
by  the  Patriotic  Instructor.  In  every  way  possible  she  has 
helped  to  lessen  the  expense  of  this  office,  for  which  thanks 
and  praise  are  due.  May  her  bright,  cheery  way  continue  to 
bind  us  with  the  tie  of  friendship.  May  the  Corps  Patriotic 
Instructors,  by  noting  the  incompleteness  of  the  report,  see 
the   necessity  of  sending  their   reports  as   soon   as   possible.

Report  of  the  Ddegole-at-Large. 

Anna    H.    Hall,    Department    Secretary,   W.    R.    C,   Department 

of  Kansas: 

I  submit  herewith  a  brief  report  of  the  "Silver  Anniversary 
Convention"  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  one  of  the  largest 
and  best  conventions  in  the  splendid  history  of  our  organi- 
zation, which  was  held  at  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  September  12  and 
13,  1907. 

The  privilege  of  being  chosen  a  representative  of  go  great 
an-  organization  as  ours;  of  traveling  half  way  across  our 
continent  to  gather  with  the  old  friends  of  other  convention 
days  and  the  new  ones  still  to  be  ruiade;  to  meet  in  a  city  so 
full  of  historic  interest  to  a  patriotic  people;  to  see  there 
once  again  the  vast  but  dimimshing  host  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  all  lent  pleasure  to  anticipation;  and  so  when 
we    arrived    at    Saratoga    on    Monday    morning,    September    9, 
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without  incident  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  the  trip,  we  were 
ready  in  heart  and  mind  to  enjoy  the  week  thoroughly,  and 
we  did. 

Kansas  had  headquarters  at  the  splendid  United  States  ho- 
tel, where  the  National  Headquarters  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  were  located.  The  immense  hotel  could  accom- 
modate an  army.  The  National  Headquarters  of  our  own 
order  was  at  the  equally  splendid  Grand  Union,  but  a  block 
away,  and  even  at  this  early  date,  the  buildings  were  elab: 
orately  decorated  outside  and  in,  "Old  Qlory"  being  in  evi- 
dence everywhere.  Already  there  were  many  comrades  and 
sisters  there  to  greet  and  welcome  the  newcomers,  with  hand 
and  voice  and  gracious  smile  to  make  us  glad  that  we  had  come. 

When  it  was  first  decided  to  hold  the  National  Convention  at 
Saratoga,  a  great  many  wondered  how  Saratoga  could  care 
for  such  a  crowd,  but  she  did  care  for  us,  and  well,  and  di'd 
many  things  for  us  to  make  it  a  time  long  to  be  remembered. 

There  were  many  informal  gatherings  of  comrades  and 
sisters  during  the  aftern-oon  and  evening.  Many  were  the 
greetings  exchanged,  and  the  time  passed  quickly. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon  Memorial  Services  were  held  at  the 
First  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  in  affectionate  memory  of 
Elizabeth  T.  Turner;  the  address  was  by  Harriet  J.  Reed, 
Past  National  Secretary.  She  spoke  of  our  Elizabeth  very 
tenderly;  of  her  many  deeds  of  charity,  and  of  her  unfaltering 
devotion  to  the  couse.  During  the  service,  the  song,  "Our 
Elizabeth,"  was  rendered  by  John  A.  Gillman,  of  Massachu- 
setts. It  was  very  impressive,  and  many  eyes  grew  dim  with 
tears   as   we   listened. 

It  made  us  again  proud  that  we  were  a  member  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  when-  our  "Silver  Jubilee  Fvmd"  of  $6,000.00 
was  presented  to  the  Grand  Army  at  Tuesday  night's  great 
campfire.  Thils  gift  is  still  another  tie  binding  together  the 
Grand  Army  and  the  Relief  Corps,  and  the  way  the  splendid 
gift  was  received  would  have   filled  your  hearts  with   pride. 

On  Wednesday  came  the  great  parade.  Ten  thousand  of 
the  boys  who  answered  President  Lincoln's  call  with  "We  are 
coming.  Father  Abraham,"  unmindful  of  the  rain  as  they  were 
in  those  other  days  unmindful  of  that  hail  of  lead,  marched 
for  more  than-  a  mile  down  Broadway,  while  cheering 
thousands  lined  the  streets  and'  beheld  the  great  and  patriotic 
spectacle.  The  hair  was  a  little  grayer,  the  forms  a  little 
more  bent  than  a  j-ear  ago,  but  the  patriotic  fervor  was  ast 
bright  as  ever,  and  when  one  badly  drenched  veteran  was  ac- 
costed by  a  sympathetic  woman-  who  wanted  to  lend  him  her 
umbrella,  he  answered:  "We  didn't  have  umbrellas  in  '63,  and 
I    guess   we   can   get   along   now." 

On  Wednesday  night,  our  National  President  gave  a 
formal  reception  to  Commander-in-Chief  Robert  B.  Brown-, 
and  it  was  a  success  in  every  sense.  For  several  hours  the 
reception  committee  stood  in  line  and  received  the  thousands 
who   attended.      During   the    week   there    were   many   receptions 
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held  ill  honor  of  our  beloved  National  President  and  others. 
On  Thursday  morning,  September  12,  the  Convention  open- 
ed in-  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church,  National  President 
Carrie  R,  Sparklin  in  the  chair.  Devotional  exercises  were 
held  by  National  Chaplain  Hamiah  Maxom.  Her  words  were 
inspiring  and  helpful.  Then  Convention  joined  in  singing  the 
National  Ode.  All  national  officers  were  present  except  Chair- 
man of  Executive  Board.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried 
that  the  morning  session  be  an  open  one.  Ida  Shotts  Pen- 
treath,  Department  President  of  New  York,  brought  greetings 
to  the  convention  with  assurance  of  a  cordial  welcome.  Af- 
ter response  to  same,  the  President  called  her  officers  to  the 
platform,  one  by  one,  and  as  each  came  she  affectionately  ad- 
dressed them   with   words   of  praise. 

Senior  Vice  President  presided  during  the  reading  of 
President's  address.  Perfect  order  prevailed  during  the  en- 
tire reading.  The  President's  address  was  all  such  an  address 
possibly  could  be.  Tt  was  broad,  clear  and  forceful  and  made 
the  Convention  feel  more  than  ever  indebted  to  her  for  her 
sacrifice  and  her  unselfish  efforts  to  the  advancement  of  our 
order.  We  recognized  as  never  before  how  well  the  Conven- 
tion at  Minneapolis  had  chosen  its  officers. 

The  reports  of  officers  were  very  gratifying.  We  learn 
from  report  of  National  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  first,  that 
we  have  a  membership  of  131,923  in  good  standing;  a  net  gain 
in-  one  year  of  5,669  members.  Second,  that  there  has  been 
expended  for  relief  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  $141,156.- 
33.     Cash  balances   in   treasury   from   all   funds,  $21,165.89. 

From  the  report  of  the  National  Chaplain  we  learn  that 
549,544  soldiers'  graves  were  decorated  Memorial  Day,  by  De- 
partments and  detached  Corps.  The  number  of  members 
taking  part  in  Memorial  Day  exercises  were  63,505;  number  of 
children  taking  part,  245.700.  The  amount  of  contribution 
for  Memorial  Day  in  the  South,  as  reported  to  National 
Chaplain,  was  $1,157.55. 

A  resolution  by  Mrs.  MiHer  was  favorablv  received,  that 
the  sum  of  $50000  be  set  aside  to  provide  in  the  future  a  large 
flag  at  the  tomb  of  Abraham  Ei!n-coln,  Springfield,  111.  It  was 
iilso  decided  that  the  Christmas  present  to  the  Army  Nurses  be 
increased   from  $5   to   $10. 

The  Credential  Committee  reported  twentv  National  of- 
ficers and  twenty-two  Past  National  officers  present.  Also  367 
delegates,  Kansas  having  ten  delegates  besides  her  Past  De- 
partment  officers. 

I  need  mt  speak  of  the  e.lection  of  officers.  General  Or- 
ders will  tell  you  its  results.  I  can  only  say  that  it  was 
harmonious  throughout.

One  of  the  most  pleasing  in-cidents  of  the  convention  was 
a  visit  of  a  delegation  from  Ransom  Post.  The  greetmgs  ex- 
changed brought  tears  to  many  eyes  and  told  us  how  dearly 
beloved  was  our  President  by  her  own  home  Post  and  how 
justly  proud  they  were  of  her.  Many  beautiful  gifts  were  re- 
ceived by  the  President  and  other  officers  as  tokens  of  a!p- 
precia^ion  and  for  work  well  done.  Many  greetings  were  re- 
ceivec    from   absent   members. 

But  I  must  not  forget  to  tell  you  of  Department  Command- 
er Webster,  of  Georgia.  His  visit  to  the  Convention  was  to 
explain  the  situation  in  regard  to  cemeteries  in  the  South.  He 
said  it  was  reported  in  the  North  that  Southern  cemeteries 
were  not  properly  cared  for  or  decorated  on  May  30.  He  said 
that  in  the  South  they  have  great  distances  to  go  to  nearly 
every  cemetery,  but  declared  that  in  his  department  of 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina  the  cemeteries  have  been  dec- 
orated to  a  grave.  He  declared  that  Andersonville  cemetery 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  United  States.  How- 
grateful  we  should  feel  that  this  is  so.  He  tells  us  that  there 
is  a  cemetery  at  Florence,  S.  C..,  124  miles  from  a  G.  A.  R- 
Post,  but  this  Post  takes  care  of  the  seven  thousand  graves, 
and,  think  of  it,  there  are  only  seven  members.  Each  year  they 
char,ter  a  car  at  Fitzgerald,  his  home  town,  and  in  a  body  go 
to  Andersonville,  eighty  miles  away,  to  decorate  the  graves 
there,  and  he  assured  the  Convention  that  as  long  as  there 
was  a  Post  in  the  South  or  a  G.  A.  R.  member  left,  not  a  grave 
should   be   neglected   on   Memorial   Day. 

Convened  for  last  session  Friday  evening.  After  the  bal- 
ance of  business  was  disnosed  of,  there  was  the  installation 
af  officers.  After  this  the  President  formally  declared  the 
Twenty-fifth  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C.  closed. 

The  Conven-tion  was  extended  many  courtesies  by  the 
Department  of  New  York  and  the  citizens  of  Saratoga,  one 
of  which  was  the  splendid  luncheon  served  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  church  each  day  during  the  conventionr,  saving 
much  time  of  both  officers  and  delegates. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Department  for  the 
honor  and  privilege  of  attending  the  Silver  Anniversary  Con^ 
vention,  as  one  of  the  representatives  from  Kansas.

No  words  of  mine  can  add  to  her  ability  and  worth.  She  stands 
first  in  line  after  patient  waiting,  bearing  defeat  with  the  same 
sweetness  and  faithfulness  which  she  shows  in  her  everyday  life. 
Her  Corps  No.  76,  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  harmonious  in 
this  Department,  stand  as  a  unit  for  her,  and  ask  this  con- 
vention that  they  be  honored  through  her  by  the  office  of  Depart- 
ment President.  She  was  born  in  Ohio,  the  birthplace  of  many 
noted  and  well  beloved  statesmen.  The  blood  of  patriots  flows 
in  her  veins.  Her  great-great-grandfather  was  a  soldier  in  the 
German  army,  afterward  coming  to  America  and  enfisting 
with  his  oldest  son,  in  the  army  of  Washington.  Her  brother 
18  years  old,  the  only  support  of  a  widowed  mother  with  small 
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children,  enlisted  in  the  Civil  war.  He  still  carries  a  wound  he 
received  in  the  battle  of  Pea  Ridge.  At  the  age  of  16  she  gave 
up  going  to  school  and  began  teacliing  to  help  support  the  family, 
the  brother  sending  home  all  he  could  spare  from  his  pay. 
Wages  for  teaching  school  in  Ohio  in  war  times  were  not  what 
teachers  in  Kansas  get  now.  After  the  war  was  over  she 
became  acquainted  with  and  married  Jimmie  Heacock,  "One 
of  the  best  soldier  boys  that  came  home  from  the  war  after 
serving  over  two  years." 

She  is  eligible  to  the  Daughters  of  American  Revolution,  but 
has  never  joined  because  all  through  her  hfe  her  church  and 
family  duties  came  first.  I  asked  a  former  pastor  of  hers,  in  talk- 
ing over  church  affairs,  how  she  stood  in  church  work.  His 
reply  '.vas.  that  whenever  he  wanted  anything  done,  he  called 
on  Mrs.  Heacock  and  he  was  sure  it  would  be  attended  to. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has  seen  her  best  eflorts  in  all  the 
lines  of  work  which  we  endeavor  to  promote.  She  is  one  of  the 
Mothers  of  this  Department,  and  a  Veteran's  wife,  and  Ladies, 
while  we  do  not  follow  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  I  believe 
that  so  long  as  we  have  a  Veteran  s  wife  with  us,  she  should 
be  honored  first:  There  will  be  a  time  when  the  loyal  woman 
can  and  must  take  the  responsibility  of  that  office.  Ladies,  I 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  she  is  eligible,  in 
every  sense  of  that  term.  A  woman  of  good  moral  character 
and  correct  deportment,  and  you  will  make  no  mistake  in 
electing  her  President  of  this  Department.

The  auditing 
committee  met  at  Emporia,  Kansas,  October  2^,  1907,  with  all 
members  of  the  board  present,  Lettie  Eldred,  chairman.  The 
books  of  the  department  treasurer  and  secretarir  ,,.^'-'^  audited 
and  found  to  be  correct.  The  next  meeting  of  the  board  was 
called  at  Emporia,  Kansas,  February  6,  IQ08.  nno  member 
present.  Almira  Roberts,  acting  chairman.  Belle  C.  Harris, 
of  No.  70,  was  called  in  to  assist.  The  books  of  the  treasurer 
and  secretary  were  examined  and  found  to  be  correct  in  every 
particular.  The  n-ext  meeting  of  the  board  was  called  at  Kan- 
sas City,  Kansas,  May  18,  1908,  with  two  members  present., 
Olive  Russel,  and  Almira  Roberts,  acting  chairman.  The 
books  were  again  audited  and  found  to  be  correct  in  every  way.

Mrs.  J.  L.  Simmons:  Ladies,  I  know  you  are  just  as  busy 
as  you  can  be,  but  your  president  has  kindly  given  me  five 
minutes  to  talk  to  you  upon  a  matter  that  ought  to  be  dear  to 
every  Kansas  woman's  heart.  1  represent  the  Woman's  Kansas 
Day  Club  as  its  president.  The  object  of  the  club  is  to  pre- 
serve and  promote  Kansas  history.  Just  now  an  effort  is  being 
made  to  procure  Pawnee  Rock  in  Barton  county,  owned  by 
Benjamin  P.  Unruh,  a  Mennonite,  who  has  promised  to  give 
this  rock  and  five  acres  of  land  surrounding  it,  to  the  state  for 
a  memorial  park  if  the  women  of  Kansas  will  place  thereon 
im.provements  to  the  amount  of  $3,000.     Now  the  Club  expects 
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lo  be  able  to  raise  the  reouired  amount  by  December  3 1 ,  which 
is  the  time  Hmit.  Will  you  help  us  to  make  this  historical  spot 
a  beautiful  park?  Mrs.  President,  I  thank  you  for  the  time  given 
me  and  for  the  privilege  of  speakmg  to  this  magnificent  body  of 
representative   Kansas   women.      Mrs.    Simmons   then    retired. 

The  tellers  report  278  votes  cast,  necessary  to  a  choice  140, 
of  which  Mrs.  Norman  received  67,  Mrs.  Parker  84,  Miss 
Dornblaser    127. 

President:  There  is  no  election,  prepare  your  ballots  for 
Department  Treasurer.  Ballots  were  collected  and  the  tellers 
letired. 

President:  At  the  reouest  of  the  President  of  the  Woman's 
Kansas  Day  Club,  I  appointed  Ida  Wilson  Moore,  of  Abilene, 
to  represent  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  She  was  then  com- 
missioned by  Governor  Hoch  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.      She  will  now  present  her  report. 

Ida  Wilson  Moore:  Mr.s.  President:  One  of  the  acts  of  the 
special  term  of  the  legislature  last  vsanter,  was  to  pass  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  governor  to  accept  for  the  state  of  Kansas,  a 
deed  to  the  five  acres  of  ground  upon  which  this  rock  stands. 

This  resolution  was  passed  at  the  request  of  the  Woman's 
Kansas  Day  Club,  a  patriotic  organization  which  meets  at  the 
State  Capitol  once  a  year  en  January  29. 

This  organization  is  mterested  in  collecting  and  preserving 
early  Kansas  history ;  and  this  year  it  is  working  to  procure 
Pawnee  Rock  and  turn  it  over  to  the  state. 

In  furtherance  of  this  project  five  members  were  selected  from 
the  W.  K.  D.  C.  by  the  president,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Simmons,  and  she 
also  requested  the  Woman's  Rehef  Corps  and  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  to  aid  financially  in  procuring  this  Rock 
for  the  State  And  she  further  requested  the  presidents  of  these 
organizations  to  appoint  a  memiber  from  each,  to  act  in  con- 
junction with  the  members  from  the  W.  K.  D.  C.  Our  Depart- 
ment President,  Mrs.  Nation,  honored  me  by  appointing  me  a 
member  of  this  Board,  from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Governor  Hoch  commissioned  the  members  of  this  committee 
as  a  Board  of  1  rustees  to  procure  this  property. 

The  members  of  this  board  bear  their  own  expenses. 

The  owner  of  the  property  upon  which  Pawnee  Rock  stands 
is  Benjamin  P  Unruh,  a  wealthy  Russian-German.  The  Board 
met  at  Pawnee  Rock,  a  small  town  of  between  200  and  300 
inhabitants,  in  April. 
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Mr.  Unruh  at  that  time  agreed  to  give  to  the  W.  K.  D.  C. 
a  deed  to  the  five  acres  of  ground  surrounding  and  upon  which  the 
rock  stands,  and  to  sell  to  them  a  roadway  or  avenue  from  the 
rock  to  the  little  town  of  Pawnee  Rock,  I  00  feet  wide,  for  $650, 
providing  the  ground  is  to  be  planted  in  shade  trees  for  a  park, 
the  avenue  lined  with  trees,  a  wind  mill  and  well  to  be  placed 
on  the  grounds,  the  whole  to  be  surrounded  by  a  fence ;  a  cement 
walk  to  be  laid  up  one  side  of  the  avenue.  A  monument  is  to  be 
erected,  by  restoring  the  rock  with  masonry  as  nearly  as 
possible  as  it  originally  used  to  be,  as  it  has  been  somewhat 
mutilated,  and  other  improvements  made. 

A  further  proviso  in  the  contract  as  presented  to  the  Board  in 
April  was  that  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  keep  up  the  improve- 
ments in  time  to  come,  the  property  is  to  revert  to  Mr.  Unruh  or 
his   heirs. 

This  clause  was  seriously  objected  to  by  the  Board,  but  ;t 
is  believed  that  on  further  consultation  with  Mr.  Unruh  this  may 
be  overcome. 

Providing  this  condition  can  be  abolished,  and  the  property 
remain  the  property  of  the  state  always;  I  would  recommend: 
That  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  aid  financially  the  W.  K. 
D.  C,  in  securing  to  the  state  this  historic  spot,  and  that  the 
Department  President  issue  in  General  Orders  a  request  to  the 
various  Corps  for  donations  to  the  Pawnee  Rock  Fund.

A  motion  was  made  by  Ella  Elstun,  seconded  by  many,  that  a 
vote  of  thanks  be  given  them  for  the  roses.      Carried. 

Moved  by  .Emma  E.  Porter,  seconded  by  Belle  C.  Harris,  that 
the  Department  President  procure  the  names  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  the  Department  and  local  Corps,  and  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Woman's  Kansas  Day  Club,  the  membership 
fee  of  25  cents  a  member  from  the  general  fund,  and  place  their 
names   in   the   State   Historical   .Society.    Motion   prevailed. 
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President:  Ladies,  this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  will  be  held  the 
memorial  service. 

Minnie  D.  Morgan:  Mrs.  President,  a  message  has  just  come 
from  the  Grand  Army  encampment  that  ihey  had  unanimously 
indorsed  Belle  C.   Harris  for  National  President. 

Mary  M.  Carson:  1  here  is  in  our  convention  this  morning  a 
w^oman  whom  I  am  sure  we  will  delight  to  honor  with  an  office. 
She  was  an  army  nurse  during  the  beginnmg  of  the  Civil  war,  and 
has  served  her  Corps  as  President.  Her  Corps  honors  her  for  the 
sacrifices  she  made  in  serving  her  country,  for  without  the  women 
nurses  in  those  days,  many  a  soldier  boy  would  have  died.  She 
is  the  only  enHsted  trained  nurse  attending  this  encampment.  She 
enlisted  when  a  girl  at  Peoria,  Illinois,  in  1  862.  She  is  69  years 
old.  Mrs.  President,  I  nominate  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Maxfield,  of 
Corps  No.  1 ,  for  Department  Chaplain.  The  nomination  was 
seconded  by  Evalyn  Bradford.  There  was  no  other  nomination. 
Moved  by  Ellen  M.  Kimball,  seconded  by  Emma  A.  Ellis,  that 
the  secretary  cast  the  vote  of  the  convention  for  Mrs.  Maxfield 
for  Chaplam.  Carried.  1  wo  hundred  seventy-eight  votes  were 
cast  and  she  was  declared  elected.

FLAG  PRESENTATION 

The  flag  presentation  took  place  in  the  fine  Auditorium  of  the 
High  School  building  at  II  :30  o'clock.  Every  seat  was  occupied 
and   many   persons   stood.     Music   was   furnished   by    the   school 
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orchestra,     America  was  sung  by  the  audience.     A  beautiful  flag 
drill  was  given  by  thirty-six  httle  girls  in  while. 

Department  President:  Professor  Winslow;  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Kansas  City  High  School,  I  bring  to  you  the  greetings  of 
7000  loyal  women  in  our  own  Department  of  Kansas.  I  also 
bring  from  these  same  women  a  gift — a  priceless  treasure — • 
and  as  I  look  into  your  faces — the  boys  and  girls  of  today,  the 
men  and  women  of  tomorrow — I  feel  that  I  may  entrust  it  to  your 
keeping;  that  you  v.'ill  accept  this  beautiful  flag  and  hand  it  down 
to  your  posterity  as  you  have  received  it  from  us  without  a  stain 
upon  its  colors  or  without  one  star  obscured.  I  take  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  you  the  patriotic  instructor,  Mrs.  Anna  Heacock, 
who  will  present  the  flag. 

Mrs.  Heacock:  Mr.s.  President,  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army,  Professor  Winslow  and  Members  of  the  High  School: 

In  all  the  history  of  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  no  other  scene  is  so  vividly  impressed  on  our  minds,  sa 
fraught  with  promise,  for  the  future  destiny  of  American  cit- 
izenship, as  that  presented  by  the  students  who  daily  march 
to  and  from  the  High  School.  It  is  an  inspiration  to  look 
upon  this  living,  moving  picture,  made  of  those  who  are  study- 
ing the  problems  which  will  enable  them  to  guide  and  control 
the  future  destiny  of  the  nation,  and  preserve  inviolate  the 
principles  so  nobly  defended  by  our  nation's  heroes.  We  have 
no  fears,  as  we  look  ahead  to  the  oassing  of  a  few  more  years, 
when  you,  who  are  members  of  the  High  School  today,  will 
take  your  places  in  the  guidance   of   Patriotic   Citizenship. 

Do  you  ask  why  we  have  faith  in  your  ability  to  protect  our 
American-  institutions? 

You  have  a  Washington,  whose  noble  character  and  les- 
sons of  patriotism  shine  as  bright  on  the  pages  of  your  his- 
tory, after  a  century  and  three-quarters,  as  at  the  time  his 
abiding  faith  in  the  future  independence  of  his  country,  and 
in  obedience  to  God,  who  was  leading  him,  he  stood  firm 
when  the  battle  was  all  but  lost,  asking  congress  for  soldiers  to 
carry  on  the  fight,  which  made  America  free. 

As  you  now  read  of  the  dark  davs  of  the  Revolution,  you 
can-  only  imagine  a  very  small  part  of  the  cost  in  privation  and 
hardship  it  took  to  lay  the  foundation  of  this  government, 
which  stands  today  a  leader  in  the  great  work  of  freedom  and 
civilization.  Looking  far  into  the  future,  Washington  realized 
the  benefits  of  independence  to  coming  generations.  In- 
unselfish  devotion  to  his  principles  he  endured  seven  years  of 
terrible  struggle  before  the  problem  was  solved.  Those  pages 
of  American  history  will  ever  be  the  inspiration  to  good  cit- 
izenship, with  the  laudable  ambition  of  every  true  American 
to  keep  this  nation  as  near  as  possible  what  it  was  diestined 
to  be,  with  virtue,  honor  and  truth  as  the  standard  of  its  peo- 
ple. ^ 
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We  are  told  that  avarice,  greed  and  love  of  gain,  devoid  of 
the  lofty  principles  of  manhood,  caused  a  blot  to  grow  on 
America's  soil.  In  the  course  of  time  it  reached  such  gigan- 
tic proportions  as  to  threaten  the  life  of  our  great  Republic. 
Then  it  was  that  by  Divine  Providence,  a  Lincoln  was  born  who, 
like  Moses  of  ol^,  was  destined  to  lead  a  people  to  liberty. 
If,  from  the  study  of  the  life  and  work  of  our  martyred  Pres- 
ident in  the  greatest  conflict  that  ever  assailed  our  nation,  you 
have  become  imbued  with  the  principles  that  led  on  to  victory 
in  the  war  of  1861  to  '65: 

If,  like  our  honored  Lincoln,  you  possess,  in  the  inward  re- 
cesses of  your  min-d  and  heart,  a  morai  <-.ourage  to  dare  and 
to  do  the  right,  and  stand  as  a  solid  phalanx  against  the  evils 
that  assail  us  in  face  of  enemies  and  opposition. 

If,  from  your  childhood  up  to  the  present  time,  pdtriotism 
has  been  instilled  into  their  minds  to  the  extent  that  w3iieit 
you  meet  the  "Old  Defender"  who  gave  his  best  days  to  his 
country  in  the  great  Civil  War,  vou  salute  him  with  the  re- 
spect he  honorably  earned;  furthermore,  if  there  is  indelibly 
stamped  in  your  soul  a  love  of  country,  and  regard  for  its  in- 
stitutions, which  had  their  origin  at  Plymouth  Rock,  where  the 
little  band  of  pilgrims  knelt  to  thank  God  for  bringing  them 
to  a  land  of  religious  liberty;  then  it  is,  we  know,  that  your 
whole  being  is  filled  with  a  desire  to  be  loyal  and  true  to 
God,  home  and  country. 

Experience  hr.s  taught  us  to  be  ever  watchful  of  its  interiest. 
Our  loved  and  honored  President  McKin-ley  was  slain  by  the 
assassin's  hand.  The  question  may  well  be  asked,  what  are 
we  going  to  do  with  the  element  which  is  showing  the  "Black 
Hand,"  when-  a  priest  would  be  shot  down  at  the  altar  for 
no  other  reason  than  a  wholesale  hatred  for  those  who  fill  that 
holy  office? 

Treason  in  any  country  is  direful  in  its  effects  and  must  be 
summarily  dealt  with.  We  have  statesmen-  who  can  read  be- 
tween the  lines,  and  know  that  vigilance  on  land,  shore  and 
sea   is  a   security  for  peace   and   re;spect  of  all   nations. 

Our  hon-ored  President  Roosevelt  can  look  deeper  into  thq 
mysteries  of  righteous  government,  and  has.  a  greater  insight 
into  the  wants  of  the  people  as  a  nation,  and  with  a  far-reach- 
ing influence,  has  brought  us  on  a  higher  plane  of  national  im- 
portance than  any  who  have  preceded  him.  Yet  this  fact  does 
not  detract  from  the  honor  and  praise  of  those  who  led  this 
nation  to  liberty,  caused  a  flag  to  be  born,  and  when-  it  was 
fired  on  at  Fort  Sumter,  April  12.  i86r,  issued  a  call  for  m'en, 
who_  put_  down  the  rebellion,  and  left  your  fl.ag  and  my  flag 
waving  in-  the  breeze  with  the  proud  distinction  that  it  was 
never  trailed  in  the  dust.  What  a  glorious  opportunity  fot 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  such  a  valiant  ancestry  to  distinguish 
themselves.  The  nation  has  peace,  hon-or,  wealth  and  educa- 
tion. By  American  education,  you  can  become  giants  in 
learning.  America  for  Americans.  Let  that  be  the  first  les- 
son- taught  those   who  land  on  our   shores.     One  country    one 
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language,  one  flag,  should  be  instilled  into  the  minds  of  all 
who  live  in  this  United  States  of  America,  until  they  fully  un- 
derstand that  while  our  flag  means  free  speech,  free  school, 
free  thought,  the  forty-six  stars  in  the  blue  field  symbolize 
"The  perpetuity  of  the  Union."  "In  union  there  is  strength," 
"United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall."  In  the  thirteen  stripes,  al- 
ternate red  an-d  white,  the  red  reminds  us  of, the  cost  of  our 
beloved  land  in  bloodshed,  that  Divine  Providence  led  to  vic- 
tory in  camp,  field  or  fortress.  The  white  is  a  symbol  of 
truth,  hope,  purity  and  peace.  The  blue  field  speaks  of  loyalty, 
sincerity  and  justice.  In  the  red,  white  and  blue  are  combin- 
ed the  inspiring  elements  of  a  great  and;  glorious  nation. 

A  true  American  cannot  stand  and  look  on  that  flag  without 
being  moved  to  a  stern  determination  to  protect  it  at  whatever 
cost,  and  keep  sacred  its  emblems  of  purity,  union  and  truth. 

It  has  been  truly  said,  that  the  hope  of  the  nation-  is  the' 
public  schools.  Early  lessons  of  patriotism  never  lose  their 
power.  The  little  children  do  not  understand  the  full  meaning 
of  the  daily  salute  to  the  flag,  but  the  lesson  it  imparts  leaves 
its  impression-  stamped  on  their  minds  to  be  strengthened  by 
the  pages  of  history  it  becomes  their  duty  to  study  in  aftter 
years.  When  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
proposed  a  gift  to  the  High  School  in  the  city  where  the  an- 
nual convention  was  held,  it  chose  the  flag,  which  is  em-' 
blematic  of  the  golden  sentiments  of  patriotic  men  and  wo-* 
men  since  its  adoption  June  14,  1777.  Its  fabric  of  silk  will 
not  wear  for  ages,  but  James  Whitcomb  Riley,  in  a  few  lines, 
expresses  the  sentiment  that  makes  it  more  precious  than 
gold,   and   as   lasting  as   time. 

"Its  stripes  of  red,  eternal  dyed  with  heart  streams  of  all  lands; 

Its  white,  the  snow-capped  hills  that  hide  in  storm  their  up- 
raised hands; 

Its  blue,  the  ocean  waves  that  beat  'round  freedom's  circled 
shore: 

Its  stars,  the  print  of  angels'  feet  that  burn  forevermore." 

Principal  Winslow  and  pupils  of  the  Kansas  City  High 
School,  as  Department  Patriotic  Instructor,  I  have  the  honor 
to  present  to  you,  this  beautiful  flag.  Accept  it  as  a  gift  from 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of  Kansas. 
Place  it  where  it  will  be  a  constan-t  reminder  of  the  heroes 
whose  bright  names  adorn  history's  page.  Let  it  be  a  daily 
lesson  in   Patriotism. 

"Cherish    it   as    our   Nation's   pride 

Old   Glory!    the   flag  of  the   free; 
For  under  its  folds  the  patriot  died. 
To  give  union  and  honor  to  thee.' 

Prof.  Winslow  accepted  the  flag  on  behalf  of  the  Kansas  City 
High  School.       The  exercises  closed  with  the  salute  to  the  Hag.

In  all  the  strange  and  wondrous  stories  that  have  drifted  to  us 
from  unauthentic   records  there  is  one  thai  has  been    the    theme 
for  many  a  strange  and  mystic  story. 

The  legend  says  that  when  human  sin  had  started  with  our 
Savior  to  the  place  of  crucifixion,  among  the  crowds  who  fol- 
lowed, there  was  one  who  jeered  loudest;  whose  scoffs  were 
most  malicious ;  whose  revilings  most  inflamed  the  multitude ;  who 
clamored  most  vehemently  for  the  death  of  our  Lord.  And  m 
the  midst  of  all  the  awful  uproar  the  gentle  voice  of  the  Sav- 
ior came  to  him  and  it  said:  "Tarry  here  till  I  come."  In  a 
moment  he  realized  his  doom.  He  was  never  to  know  the 
bhelter  of  the  grave.  An  immortal  existence  in  a  world  made 
for  change.  To  feel  the  keen  misery  of  surviving  all  he  loved. 
To  stand  on  the  verge  of  the  grave  without  the  power  to  seek 
its  refuge,  with  numberless  ages  of  memories  and  despair — 
barred  from  the  last  earthly  rest.
